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SHALL not follow the Example of my Opponent in quitting 
the Subjett with a Sort of Huff, but it may perhaps be expected 
that I ſhould ſay a few Words by way of explaining the early

The Reader will obſerve that my laſt Letter was dated the 4th 
of May, after a Week's Digeſtion of his Plan, and he may poſ- 
abiy thi k, that for ſo ey an Underſtanding as Mr. Wing's to 
comprehend the whole Subjekt, a Week was very fufhcient ——— 
unluckily, I who happen to be of duller Intellects, required a 
little more Time to make myſelf Maſter of it; but between the 
1th and the Sth of May, having purſued the Subject a little 
arther, I added to the Copy of my Letter of the 4th of May, which 
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is now before me, what follows, introducing it before the concluding 
Paragraph concerning the crude Hints, viz. © On the contrary, it ſeems 
every evident that after expending the whole 1714]: 11s.

I cannot tell, but certain it is I did communicate the above to

« Free Lands were willing, there could be nothing wrong in charging 
« them equally with the Corporation Lands I beheve, I was im- 
prudent enough to ſay it would be no better than a Robbery, and 
T would have nothing to do with it — From this Moment 1 held 
up my Hand deciſively againſt the Meaſure, as beforementioned, 
nd was not idle in my future Inveſtigation of the Buſineſs — 


The Subject was not brought on by me on the 7th of July laſt, 
but I certainly did aſk Mr. Wing the Queſtion he mentions, and 
would as certainly have been prepared with the Reſult of m 
Inveſtigation, had I conceived it would have been mentioned at all. 


I preſume/-20,7351. 3s. which he ſtates to have been paid from 
his Grace's Eſtate in the gd Diſtrict only, may be right, and he 
may poſſibly mean it as an Anſwer to my Enquiry as to how 
much has been expended on ſuch Part of the Commiſſioners Works. 
as the 1ſt Diſtrict and Portſand have any thing to do with, ſince 
this kind of Anſwer is exactly correſpondent with his Anſwers to 
my Queries of the 28th of April, namely, nothing at all to the 
Purpoſe, and when he ſays 18,808]. 12s. 10d} has been appro- 
priated towards the Works of the other Diſtricts and to the 
Common Cauſe, he ſticks to his old Method of endeavouring to 
miſlead the Judgment of his Readers. 


If I read him right in his other Publications, 20,000]. or there- 


abouts was expended on Kinderly's Cut, out of the Commiſſioners 


Fund; 10,0001. of this was for the Benefit of the Duke's Eſtate — 
Dedutting from the remaining 88081. 12s. 10d; what has found 
its way into the Pockets of the Officers and Receivers, and ſome Part 
for the Works of the 2d Diſtrict, and for the publick Drains leading 
from the Diftrict Drains into the General Outfal, almoſt all the 
Reſt has been expended on the Works belonging to the 4th Diſtrict, 
where if I miſtake not Mr. WING's OWN ESTATE LIES, 
and hardly any thing at all on the Works belonging to the iſt 
Diſtrict and to Portſand Eſtate, but this Matter, ſhall amongſt a 
Variety of .others, be diſcuſſed at a future Opportunity.
